  (II) 7.25% OF MARYLAND TAXABLE INCOME IN EXCESS OF 19 

$1,500,000. 20 
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 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 1 

July 1, 2013, and shall be applicable to all taxable years beginning after December 31, 2
